Vigil Is C onstant 
T he vigil is constant., 24 hours 
a day. 
The whir of the planes has 
a reassuring effect. 
In Honolulu proper, daytim e a c ­ 
tivities are norm al, crowds moving 
through the streets much as usual 
But. at night, when the city is com ­ 
pletely blacked out. the th reat of 
a passible attack is borne home to 
all. 
Armed guards at intersections 
wave their blue-rim m ed flashlights 
in the dark, challenging all m otor­ 
ists as they poke along the h ig h ­ 
ways a:

ELLWOOD CITY, Feb. 11.—De­ 
ploring the complacency and apathy 
of the American px^ple toward the 
critical world condition at the pres­ 
ent time, stirring addresses were 
given last evening a ’ the Lincoln 
high school aucutori im by outstand­ 
ing American Legion leaders. 
The affair was an Americanism 
rally held by the American Legion 
Post and the small attendance was 
most 
disappointing 
but detracted 
not a bit from the outstanding and 
challenging addresses. 
Mrs. 
Robert 
A. 
Russell, 
auxi­ 
liary western vice chairman, pre­ 
sented by Mrs. S. R. Berstler. was 
the first of the two main speakers. 
She pointed out that the freedom of 
America was born as the result of 
persecution and every generation 
has been called upon to sacrifice 
loved ones to keep that freedom. 
America will lose its identity if it 
becomes a part of the democratic 
council planned with one flag for 
all, she stressed. 
America never would have been 
Involved in this war if she had been 
prepared, Mrs. Russell stated and 
went on to point out that the Le­ 
gion had advocated adequate n a­ 
tional defense since the last war, 
and that its pleas had been met 
everywhere witli jeers. The apathy 
of the American people will be their 
downfall, she declared, and urged | 
that something be done to awaken j 
the people from the ‘We have every- j 
thing” attitude. She concluded by! 
pointing out the dangerous work be- I 
ing done by subversive groups in 
Amefrica. 
“That which could not happen is 
here” was the idea about which the 
other main address by Daniel C. 
Hartbauer. state American Legion 
Americanism chairm an, revolved. By 
their complacent attitude, 
Amer­ 
icans are living in a world of false 
security. Two-thirds of the world 
is at war not of their own making, 
and they are all looking to America 
for help, and he urged that all 
groups, capital, labor, government, 
make every sacrifice so that the 
freedoms of America might stand. 
Beaver County dist rict attorney, 
Robert McCreary, also the Beaver 
County 
Legion 
committee 
Amer­ 
icanism 
chairman, presented 
Mr. 
Hartbauer. Americans are not deep­ 
ly impressed by the world condition 
today, Mr. McCreary 
emphasized. 
They are not taking seriously the 
fall of Singapore, the almost help­ 
less situation of M acArthur’s troops, 
the imminent and to be expected 
fall of Australia and India, he de­ 
clared. Only when people realize 
th at America is not invincible will 
this country be saved. “Just be­ 
cause the people in W ashington are 
sometimes wrong, we must not be­ 
lieve America is wrong,” he declared, 
and made a final plea for a united 
nation.

Losses incurred in the operation 
of farm s as business enterprises are 
deductible from gross income.

farm products are held for favor­ 
able markets, no deduction on ac­ 
count of shrinkage in weight or phy­ 
sical value, or by reason of deteri­ 
oration in storage, is allowed, ex­ 
cept as such shrinkage may be re­ 
flected in an inventory if used in 
determ ining profits. 
The destruction by frost, storm,
